Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 6, 7, 1 1 and 1 3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
previously cited prior art fails to teach or suggest "generating a jump signal in response 
to a state of the land/groove signal varying; moving the optical pickup back by 1 / 2 of a 
track in response to the jump signal" in combination with the other features of the claim.
